AT SC CONSULTATIONS JULY 9 ON APPOINTMENT OF COL. PHILIPP 
AS UNDOF COMMANDER, SOVIETS PRESSED HARD TO PUT THEIR 
PEACEKEEPING DOCTRINE INTO PRACTICE. ESSENCE OF THEIR AMENDMENTS 
TO REPLY TO SYG WAS TO SUBSTITUTE SC "CONSENT" FOR "NO 
OBJECTION" TO APPOINTMENT. SINCE SYG NOTE REFERRED TO 
SC "CONSENT" AND THERE HAD BEEN PRECEDENT IN APPOINT-

SELVES FROM MATTER. SOVIETS ALSO OBJECTED TO FACT THREE 
UN COMMANDERS IN MIDDLE EAST WERE WESTERN EUROPEAN AND 
REQUESTED SC PRESIDENT (ITALY) TO INEORM SYG THAT SC 
BELIEVED ME COMMANDERS SHOULD IN FUTURE REPRESENT THREE 
REGIONS. AMB BENNETT EXPRESSED VIEW EFFICIENCY OF FORCE 
MUST TAKE PRECEDENCE OVER FAVORITISM TO GEOGRAPHIC 
AREA AND OBJECTIVE OF GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION NOT ALWAYS 
POSSIBLE. TURNING TO REPLACEMENT OE PERUVIAN CONTINGENT, 

SOVIETS CIRCULATED DRAFT LETTER TO SYG REAFFIRMING 
"RIGHT" OF LA GOVTS TO BE REPRESENTED IN UN ME EORCES. 

BENNETT WAS NOT PREPARED TO CONSIDER SOVIET DRAFT 
AT CONSULTATIONS CALLED ON DIFFERENT ISSUE, AND IT WAS 
AGREED TO HOLD FURTHER CONSULTATIONS JULY 12. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
OURTEL 3271) 

UNHRC WORKING GROUP VISIT TO CHILE - 

FROM USYG MORSE'S OFFICE USUN LEARNED: ALLANA, HEAD OF 
UNHRC WORKING GROUP, MET IN LIMA JULY 8 WITH TWO SPECIAL 
GOC ENVOYS WHO INVITED ALLANA TO VISIT CHILE ALONE TO 
HEAR DIRECTLY FROM PRESIDENT PINOCHET REASONS EOR REJECTION 
OF WG VISIT, BUT ALLANA TOLD THEM WG WOULD HAVE TO GO AS 
WHOLE. HE UNDERLINED THAT WG VISIT WOULD BE IN BEST INTERESTS 
OF GOC AND CHILEAN PEOPLE, AND TOLD ENVOYS WG WOULD

CHARTER REVIEW - 

AT US-UK-FRENCH-SOVIET MEETING ON CHARTER REVIEW, BRITISH 
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REPORTED WEO GROUP CHAIRMAN SENT LETTER TO OTHER REGIONAL 
GROUP CHAIRMEN SOLICITING AGREEMENT TO BROMS (FINLAND) 
CHAIRMANSHIP OF CHARTER REVIEW COMITE (CRC). PHILIPPINES 
APPARENTLY INTERESTED IN RAPPORTEURSHIP, BUT POUR DELS 
AGREED THEY WOULD NOT BE STRONG SUPPORTERS OP PHILIPPINES 
IN VIEW ROMULO'S ENTHUSIASM EOR CHARTER REFORM. IT WAS 
ALSO AGREED IN GENERAL THAT, AT LEAST AT OUTSET OF 
SESSION, ESTABLISHMENT OP WORKING GROUPS SHOULD BE DISCOURAGED. 
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SOVIETS FEARED THAT PAPER BEING PREPARED FOR CRC BY UN 
LEGAL COUNSEL SUY ON SYG'S "EXPERIENCE ACQUIRED IN APPLICATION 
OF PROVISIONS OF CHARTER WITH REGARD TO SECRETARIAT" 

MIGHT ACTUALLY PROPOSE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. US AND UK 
THOUGHT THAT UNLIKELY, AND FRENCH OFFERED TO TOUCH ON MATTER 
WITY SUY. SOVIETS ALSO URGED THAT CRC REPORT CONTAIN NO 
RECOMMENDATIONS, AND BRITISH OBSERVED THERE SHOULD BE EFFORT 
TO ENSURE THAT NO DISAGREED RECOMMENDATIONS WERE INCLUDED.

COMITE JULY 8 HEARD SOVIET VIEWS ON SECURITY OF MISSIONS 
AND TOOK UP WORKING GROUP REPORT WHICH DEALS WITH INSURANCE 
FOR STAFF OF MISSIONS, EXEMPTIONS FROM REAL PROPERTY 
TAXES, AND SUGGESTS CREATION OF SUBCOMITE TO DEAL WITH 
MISSION DEBT PROBLEMS. 

FEDEROV (USSR) COMPLAINED ABOUT: ATTACK ON AMB MALIK'S 
CAR BY INDIVIDUAL WHO DAMAGED IT WITH GARBAGE CAN; 
PROVOCATIVE ACTS BY ZIONIST HOOLIGANS; AND FACT PERPETRATOR 
OF JAN. 18 SHOOTING INCIDENT AT SMUN HAD NOT BEEN APPRE- 
HENDED. NORBURY (US) REPORTED ARREST MADE IN MALIK CAR 
INCIDENT AND POINTED OUT IMPORTANCE OF SOVIET WITNESS BEING 
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PRESENT AT HEARING. 

WHEN COMITE TOOK UP WORKING GROUP'S REPORT, FEDEROV 
OPPOSED RECOMMENDED ESTABLISHMENT OF SUBCOMITE TO DEAL WITH 
SERIOUS CASES OF INDEBTEDNESS WHICH HAD NOT BEEN SOLVED 
THROUGH EARLIER INTERVENTIONS OF NEW YORK CITY COMMISSION 
AND USUN. HE CLAIMED INDEBTEDNESS QUESTION WAS OF RELATIVELY 
MINOR IMPORTANCE, AND NOTED SOVIETS STILL WAITING FOR 
REQUESTED RESTITUTION OF $268,000 PAID UNDER PROTEST 
FOR TAXES TO CITY OF GLEN COVE. HE CHARGED THAT SUBCOMITE 
WOULD INVOLVE SOVEREIGN RIGHTS OF STATES, AND HIS APPROACH 
WAS ENDORSED BY BULGARIA AND IRAQ. STEEL (UK) STATED IN- 
DEBTEDNESS PROBLEM WAS SERIOUS AND HE SAW NO RECOMMENDATION 
AFFECTING NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY. UN LEGAL COUNSEL SUY 
SUGGESTED COMITE PONDER ADVISABILITY OF SETTING UP SUCH 
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SUBCOMITE AS IT INVOLVED ''DELICATE'' MATTERS. NORBURY 
STRESSED SERIOUSNESS OE INDEBTEDNESS AND URGED COMITE TO 
KEEP IT UNDER CLOSE SCRUTINY. DISCUSSION IS TO BE CONTINUED
